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Claims against county total $7,000,000

County citizens have filed claims 
against Coffee County for damages 
totalling $7,000,000.00. 

The sworn statements of the clai- 
mants were presented to County Ad- 
ministrator Wilson Mobley on Fri- 
day morning, November 24, 1993, 

Each of the claims filed by four- 
teen different familics and/or indi- 
viduals was for damages in the 
amount of $500,000.00. 

The claims were filed as a result 
of the county opening a regional 
landfill within the vicinity of land 
owned by cach of the claimants. 

The statements contend that the 
commission constructed the landfill 
“despite the fact that documents 
within its possession and other infor- 
mation known to it, reflect that the 
aquifers from which the [claimants] 
draw their water, ‘are susceptible to 
contamination’ by the landfill.” 

Claimants contend that the com- 
mission failed to respond to repeated 
requests to construct or otherwise 
provide for a safe, reliable source of 
water other than the private water 
supply presently being used by them. 

(Editor’s Note: At present, a 
grant has been applied for by the 
county commission to fund a wa- 
ter system for residents in the 


landfill area. Plans call for the ex- 
tension of Elba’s water system, Ac- 
cording to county officials, ap- 
proval of the grant is expected in 
the very near future.) 

An additional claim is “that the 
Coffee County Commission recog- 
nized in its Solid Waste Manage- 
ment Plan that the location of solid 
waste disposal sites in Coffee 
County would devalue the private 
property within a three mile radius 
of the site thereof.” 

Claimants state that “their respec- 
live property has been greatly deval- 
ucd by the location and proximity of 
the Coffee County Landfill, as well 
as the continuous activity and noise 
associated with the operation of the 
Coffee County Landiill.” 

In conclusion, the sworn state- 
ments of claim assert that “the site 
selection, construction and operation 
of the Coffee County Landfill and 
the subsequent devaluation of their 
(the claimants) respective property 
amounts to the taking of a valuable 
property right and a thing of value 
by the Coffee County Commission 
without just compensation, all con- 
trary to the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama and in violation of the rights of 
[claimants] as guaranteed by the 
Constitution and laws of the State of 
Alabama.” 

The documents list October 5, 


1993 as the date and time of the inju- 
ry sustained by the claimants. The 
site of the newly constructed county 
landfill is named as the place of inju- 
ry. 

Coffee County received the state 
of Alabama’s first permit to con- 
struct a Subtitle D landfill on Febru- 
ary 9, 1993. The application and ap- 
proval process took more than three 
(3) years to complete. 

The landfill was officially opened 
on Monday, October 4, 1993. 

Those residents filing claims 
against the county are as follows:

It is now up to the commission to 
approve or disapprove the claims.

Two more law suits filed against city

Two additional lawsuits have 


been filed against the City of Elba 
and Mayor Ricky Haywood on be- 
half of terminated employees. 

On Monday of this week al- 
torneys for former Street Super- 
intendent James Simmons and for- 
mer Recreation Director Ricky 
Mularz filed suits in U. S. Federal 
District Court, Middle District, 
Montgomery, due to their multiple 
firings by Mayor Haywood in recent 
wecks, 

Both cases are filed against the 
City of Elba, the council members in 
their official capacity and Haywood 
in both his official capacity and in- 
dividually, according to lawyers rep- 
resenting cach of the men. 

Haywood fired the two and fol- 
lowing a required hearing on the rea- 
sons for the terminations, the city 
council voted unanimously to re- 
instate both men, 

The two were again terminated by 
the mayor the next morning and on 
one or two additional occasions after 
the council voted to reinstate them, 

Attorney Gerald Johnson, of An- 
dalusia, who is representing Sim- 
mons, confirmed Tuesday morning 
that he had indeed filed the lawsuit. 

Claiming violations of the 14th 
Amendment, Sth Amendment and 
Title 42, of the 1983 Civil Rights 
Act, the suit claims lack of due pro- 
cess and equal opportunity. 

They are asking for reinstatement 
to his job, payment of lost wages and

Johnson explained they are ask- 
ing for compensatory damages, pu- 
nitive damages, plus payment of at- 
torney fees and cost. 

There are four charges in this suit, 
claiming damages of $1,000,000 in 
each charge. 

Attorney John Pappanastos, of 
Montgomery, added in a telephone 
conversation that in addition to 
claims similar to the Simmons case, 
his lawsuit claims violation of Mu- 
larz’s First Amendment Rights. This 
is due to a letter (or memo) Hay- 
wood admitted he wrote Mularz in 
response to an article Mularz wrote 
in The Elba Clipper. This case has 
three counts and is _— asking 
$1,000,000 and other relief in cach 


count, 

He explained that the cases have 
just been filed and he has no idea 
what judge will hear the cases nor 
the court date for cither of them. 
Pappanastos added that normally 
within 30-45 days after filing of a 
suit, the court will issue a schedule 
for the various hearings necessary to 
get the case to trial. Only then will 
the cases go to trial. Attorneys repre- 
senting cach of the men have re- 
quested jury trials. 

Neither Simmons nor Mularz had 
any comment on the suits. Two 
council members contacted said they 
were already expecting the suits. 
Haywood was out of his office Tues- 
day and therefore unavailable for 
comment.

The debate on education reform is 
important to Coffee County, even 
though the area’s school systems are 
in relatively good shape, a local leg- 
islator said 

“We can't live ina vacuum,” said 
state Rep. Jimmy Holley, D-Elba. 
“The quality of education in Ma- 
rengo County or Birmingham has a 
direct impact on employment op- 
portunities statewide.” 

Govemor Jim Folsom is expected 
to call a special session on education 
in November or carly December. 

“We have the chance now,” Fol- 
som said in a statement released by 
his office. “The people of Alabama 
recognize that we can either make 
these changes ourselves our have the 
courts do it for us.” 

Montgomery Circuit Court Judge 
Eugene Reese set a September 30, 
1994, deadline Thursday for the Leg- 
islature to pass an equitable funding 
plan for the state’s public schools. 

The deadline is a new develop- 
ment in the state’s long-running eq- 
uity funding lawsuit, which began in 
1990. Reese ruled in March that the 
State’s education funding system is 
unfair to poor school systems. 

A later deadline would be “to the 
detriment of school children across 
the state,” Reese said. 

“To wait until 1995 for imple- 
mentation of those proposed rem- 
edies will only ensure that those stu- 
dents who started in first grade in 
1990 will be in junior high school in 
1995 without the benefit of any of 
these reforms that have been sug- 
gested,” he said. 

The Legislature is expected to 
take up education funding in a No- 
vember or December special session. 

Casino gambling has been dis- 
Cusses as a possible school funding 
method. But Barbara Thomas, the 
governor’s press secretary, said Fol- 
som had not decided whether to con- 
sider to propose gambling as a fund- 
ing solution, 

“Gov. Folsom has made no de- 
Cision or commitment at all on gam- 
bling,” she said. 

Holley said he would decided 
whether to support gambling legisla- 
tion when and if he sees such a pro- 
posal.

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Other funding options include 
raising taxes statewide and giving 
school boards more taxing authority 

Sandra Sims-deGraffenried, di 
rector of the Alabama Association of 
School Boards, said although raising 
sales tax might help with funding, 
such an increase would not be a vi- 
able solution 

“We would rather see something 
long-range passed,” she said. 

A two-cent increase in sales tax 
Statewide would not raise cnough 
money to pay lor proposed changes 
in Alabama schools, Sims- 
deGraffenried said. 

The school board association 
“would support giving more author- 
ity to local boards,” she said, to levy 
property taxes instead. 

Thomas said tax reform is nec- 
essary for education reform to suc- 
ceed. 

“Those issues are locked together 
in solving the education crisis,” she 
said. 

If the Legislature does not act to 
ensure equitable funding for schools 
by the court-mandated deadline, 
Reese could act to enforce equity 
funding in cducation by imposing 
taxes, Ordering the state finance di- 
rector to take funds from other arcas 
or ordering the state to redistribute 
funds to poorer districts in what has 
been called the “Robin Hood” ap- 
proach. 

“The governor has maintained all 
along that the Legislature and the 
people of Alabama need to do this, 
or the court will do it for us,” Thom- 
as said.

House Approves Welfare for Politicians 


In a very discouraging vote 
last Monday, the U.S. House of Rep 
resentatives decided to gut serious 
campaign finance reform. and in 
stead, opted for a toothless and hol 
low imposter 

The result means no change 
in the way congressional campaigns 
are financed with the exception that 
politicians will be able to draw pub 
lic funding for their races 
expense! 

Last year on the campaign 
trail and all this year in the House 
the politicians have been clamoring 
for real reform in campaign finance 
ing. Many promised to limit the 
influence of Political Action Com 
mittee or “PAC” contributions, 
Which constitute the majority ot 
many candidates’ congressional wat 
chests They also promised to re 


at your 


Strictso-called “soft money” or indi 
rectcontributions funneled into cam- 
paigns. The idea, of course. was to 
keep politicians accountable to the 
people while containing the alarm- 
ingly high cost of campaigning for 
office. 

Despite the rhetoric and the 
promises, what Congress actually 
passed on a 255 to 175 vote last 
Monday was a sham. The voters 
wanted real campaign finance re- 
form and what they got was a phony 
Even the Washington Post voiced 
objections to its provisions noting 
the bill violates the First Amend- 
mentand ‘has overkill on the'fringes 
and weakness at the core.” 

The New York Times was even 
more pointed, observing that the 
House Democrat campaign bill is a 
fake bill, a sham, ‘designed to pro- 
tect incumbents and wealthy special 
interests at the expense of democ- 
racy and a cleaner government.’ 

What the liberals passed was 
H.R.3 — otherwise known as the 
House Administration Campaign 
Finance Reform Act. Astoundingly,

Polls across the country have 
shown that as much as 70 percent of 
the nation ts opposed to the use of its 
tax dollars for campaign financing 
But Congress doesn’t care and hap- 
pily continues down the road of tax 
and spend 

Even more interesting about 
H.R. 3 is what it leaves out. It calls 
for public financing of campaigns, 
but if you search the fine print of the 
bill you will find no mention of how 
Congress intends to pay for it — 
translation — you can expect a new 
tax bill. 

To me, any legislation which 
changes nothing while increasing 
taxes Is not reform, it’s an outright 
fraud. Instead of welfare for politi- 
cians, I voted for the Republican 
alternative bill which called for an 
outright ban on all PAC contribu- 
tions and the requirement that a ma- 
jority of a candidates’ contributions 
be raised from individual contribu- 
tors in his or her home district. This 
approach also bans all soft money. 
Unfortunately, this better plan did 
not pass. 

I believe that the citizens of 
Southeast Alabama aren’ t interested 
in take measures which give the ap- 
pearance of reform while only pro- 
viding more of the same. They want 
change and they want significant 
change and thatis what I tried to give 
them.

Religion In Schools 


Why should teachers and students 
feel as if they are breaking the law by 
discussing a Bible verse in class or by 
simply saying a blessing before lunch? 
One of the greatest subjects of controver 
sy in the United States today is the de- 
bate over whether or not religion in the 
form of prayer, Bible readings, religious 
activities, and religious teachings should 
be allowed in public schools. The legal 
system now denies the rights of people 
attending public school systems to en 
Rage in any religious exercise. 

According to the Constitution of the 
United States of America, the freedom of 
religion is guaranteed to all citizens. The 
First Amendment states “Congress shall 
make no law respecting an establishment 
of religion, or prohibiting the free exer- 
cise thereof.” This is que clearly inter- 
preted that Congress cannot take away 
the inalienable right of man to practice 
religion. The First Amendment also pro- 
tects the rights of people who choose not 
(oO participate in religious exercises. The 
effort to protect the rights of both sides 
of the religious freedom issue has creat- 
ed some confusion among lawmakers. 

Because scientific theories allempt to 
disprove the word of the Bible, some stu- 
dents may begin to question their own 
religions. The theory of evolution and 
the Big Bang theory totally contradict 
What some children are taught at home 
and in their place of worship. Creation- 
ism, which many people believe to be 
true, is just as important for pupils to un- 
derstand as are the scientific ideas. 
Teachers are forced to teach and students 
are instructed to leam scientific beliefs, 
yet one cannot legally pray in the class- 
room. 

Devotionals in many ways would 
help some students build and maintain 
their values and morals. By reading and 
discussing Bible verses in school that re- 
late to daily life, students would develop

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THE ELBA CLIPPER 


The Elba Tigers saw their hopes 
of winning a second straight state 
football championship come to a 
crashing halt Friday night when the 
St. Paul's Saints scored early to take 
command and never let up in pound- 
ing the Tigers 33-8, in Mobile. 

The win improved St. Paul's 
record to 11-2 and moved the Saints 
into the semifinals of the 3A 
playoffs, while Elba ended its season 
with a 7-5 record. 

Elba got a break early in the game 
when Josh Caldwell intercepted a St.

Time of Planting Critical To 
Winter Grazing Grasses 


Stan Windham, Associate County 
Agent 


To a diversified farmer, particu- 
larly one who has peanuts and cattle, 
there are two items of business on 
their minds right now. One is to get 
his peanut harvest up out of the field 
and sold at a good price. The other is 
to try to get winter grazing planted 
before too much cold weather moves 
in, 

To help ease the mind of many of 
these folks, I felt it would be a good 
idea to talk a little about what re- 
search has told us in planting forage 
grasses. To start, let's talk about 
wheat for just a second. Wheat can 
be planted all of the way to Novem- 
ber 15 here in south Alabama. Usu- 
ally if you broadcast the seed, you 
need to get 60 to 90 pounds to the 
acre out. If you drill it, you cut this 
to 60 to 75 pounds to the acre. 
Wheat should be planted no more 
than an inch to two inches deep. 

Rye has much the same planting 
time as wheat. In fact, you might be 
able to go just a little later in plant- 
ing rye than you can with wheat and 
can also start, most of the time, a lit- 
ue earlier. The only problem in get- 
ting in too early with rye is if weath- 
er condition get just right, it can 
head out in the late fall of the year, 
The rates on rye are very much like 
wheat, 

If you want late grazing, say-on 
into May or June, then ryegrass is 
the forage grass that you would want 
to take a look at. Auburn research in- 
dicates the best time to plant rye- 
grass is the latter part of September. 
However, here in the Peanut Belt it 
has been hard for us to plant that ear- 
ly due to peanut harvest. I have seen 
through my own observation as 
many farmers know we have planted 
as late as the latter part of October 
and even the first of November with 
quite a bit of success on ryegrass, 
My own personal opinion is that if 
you get much past the first week in 
November, you are running a risk of 
freeze damage on ryegrass, It has lo 
grow for a few weeks before cold 
weather hits to develop any kind ol 
tolerance. If you plant late, you may 
want to use the variety Marshall 
since this appears to be one of the 
best cold hardy varieties that we 
have, The rate on ryegrass if you 
broadcast is 20 to 30 pounds to the 
acre. If you mix ryegrass with other 
forage crops, you can lower that rate 
to 15 to 20 pounds to the acre. Rye- 
grass does not need to be planted as 
deep as rye or wheal, It only needs 
to be about a half inch deep at the 
most, 

Another crop that does very well 
for us here in south Alabama is oats. 
They are very nuwitious and catile 
love the taste, The only problem 
with oats is if you have any suitable 
cold weather for any length of time, 
oats will winter kill. September 
through October is the best time to 
plant oats. If you are planting them 
for grain, you can go even 30 days 
later than this. I think oats are much 
like ryegrass.

He told a large crowd of friends 
and well wishers gathered at an En- 
terprise restaurant that he choose to 
make his official announcement in 
the heart of the Wiregrass, not only 
because it is home, but also because 
he loves the people of this area. 

A native of rural Crenshaw 
County, AL, Butts moved to Elba 
and opened a law practice in 1968, 
upon graduating from law school. 
He remained in private practice until 
1976. During this time he also 
served five years at City Judge for 
Elba and two years as County Judge. 

Butts was elected to the 12th Ju- 
dicial Circuit (serving Coffee and 
Pile Counties) position in 1976, re- 
placing the retiring Eris Paul. He has 
been re-elected to that position for 
two additional six year terms. 

During his tenure as Circuit Judge 
he has served six years as presiding 


Hanchey lawsuit settled

The running baitle that has kept 
former police chief Freddie Hanchey 
off the job for almost a year and the 
resulting lawsuit are apparently over. 

City officials and a host of law- 
yers spent Tuesday afternoon in 
Montgomery with Federal Judge 
Charles Coody. They were in a court 
ordered appearance in a successful 
effort to settle the matter before the 
matter actually went to trial. 

Informed sources explain that the 
apparent settlement will not become 
official until it is reduced to writing, 
approved by Judge Albritton and 
then officially approved Monday 
night by the Elba City Council. 

The terms of the thus far verbal 
agreement are as follows: Hanchey 
and his attorneys will receive a total 
of $50,000 and Hanchey will return 
to work with the Elba Police De- 
partment. Basically the number was 
arrived at by computing the differ- 
ence in the amount he made while 
working at Dorsey Trailers and what 
he would have made with the police 
department. Hanchey will get that 
amount, plus a sum for “pain and 
suffering.” The balance will be eaten 
up by attorney fees and costs. Elba 
carries libility insurance to cover 
such lawsuits. 

The settlement agreed upon Tues- 
day ends both the multi-million dol- 
lar suit against the City of Elba and 
the suit against Mayor Ricky Hay- 
wood personally, 

Hanchey is scheduled to return to 


the Elba Police Department next 
Monday, according to sources close 
to the case. His place in the pecking 
order will be just under the Assistant 
Chief. His starting salary will be 
$11.00 per hour. 

The city officials were ordered to 
be in Montgomery last Tuesday at 
1:00 p.m. before Coody in the feder- 
al courthouse. Lawyers, insurance 
company representatives and Han- 
chey were also present. 

Judge Coody talked privately 
with the city council members, pri- 
vately with Haywood, and then with 
them jointly. Each of these mectings 
lasted about one hour. He also held 
conferences with altomeys repre- 
senting each side.
